Washington—Although the situa- 


tion that existed In 1921 is in no way 
parallel to that of today, neverthe- 
less, it may be said that no action 
of the Federal Reserve board since 
the system began 16 years ago has 
stirred up the controversy that the 
brief announcement from the board 
did In warning against 
excessive 


speculation with borrowed funds. 


The board is endeavoring to use 


moral suasion. It is a test not of 
power but of prestige and the reac- 
tion that has followed the words of 
caution has caused a pleasant im- 
pression in official quarters. 


There are two views here as to the 


effectiveness of- the action taken by 
the board.. One is £hat the words or 
warning will not be heeded because 
behind them is no legal power of 
compulsion, and the other is that 
public sentiment will rise up to pre- 
vent a tightening of money rates as 
a consequence of the speculative ac- 
tivity of large corporations. 


Secretary Mellon, who is an ex- 


officio member of the Federal Re- 
serve board, Is in hearty concur- 
rence with the steps it has taken 
but 'is like other bankers skeptical 
of the effectiveness of the warning. 
H» is represented as believing there 
must be a recession in speculation but 
that there need be no abrupt decline 
and that a gradual trend downward 
in speculative operations may be ex- 
pected because it is natural to see 
such a readjustment develop. 


EFFECT OX CONGRESS 


As yet congress is not fully aware 


of the consequences of high money 
"ates and that Is why relatively little 


(has been said about corrective mea- 


sures. The Federal Reserve board 
knows that there Is a tendency in 
some quarters to begin amending the 
Federal Reserve act and thus to start 
tinkering with a highly delicate piece 
of mechanism. It foresaw the usual 
outburst in congress when an acute 
situation is reached and its words 
of warning therefore were as much 
to head off "egislative Interference 
as they were 'o bring down to earth 
BO many individuals who believed 
the speculation could go on Indef- 
initely without affecting- the business 
structare of the country-

UNDERPEAGE PACT 


Kansas Senator Would Stop 


Arms Shipment to Any 
Aggressor Nation 


Washington—(fP)—Senator 
Capper 


of Kansas, had prepared for intro- 
duction Monday a resolution which 
would have the United 
States In- 


stitute an armament embargo against 
any country violating the 
Kellogg 


peace pact recently ratified by the 
senate. 


The president would judge when 


the pact had. been violated and 
would put the embargo into effect 
Arms, munitions, implements of war 
or "other articles for use in war" 
would be denied the offending na- 
tion. A move to extend the scope 
of the resolution was seen in the 
provision which requested the chief 
executive to negotiate with other 
signers of the pact, with a view to 
having them adopt a smilar policy. 


Senator Capper said in a state- 


ment that he had prepared the res- 
olution because of an insistent pub- 
lic demand and he asserted that 
when it becomes known that a na- 
tion violating the pact would not 
be able to buy munitions or sup- 
plies from the United /States that 
war would probably be averted. 


"It should be impressed that war 


will not be a means of carrying on 
a profitable trade with the belliger- 
ent nations," Senator Capper said, 
"a profitable trade that in the end 
will cost the lives of our own youth 
and saddle another tremendous war 
debt upon the survivinjf people of the 
earth. 


"Rather it should be

citizen that the effect of the pact 
will be to diminsh or cut 
off that 


trade, so that it will no longer be in 
the Interest of armament makers or 
the private traffickers in blood mon- 
ey to connive with a government 
which in defiance of its obligations 
lets loose upon the world the pestil- 
ence of war."

OUTBREAKS AT FUNERAL 


Adding to the Sabbath excitement 


were demonstrations accompanying 
the funeral of 
General 
Obregon's 


assassin, Jose de Leon Toral, who 
was executed Saturday. Of 34 per- 
sons arrested 20 were women. One 
person was killed and 30 wounded. 
' The bombing of President Portes 
Gil's train took place as the locomo- 
tive passed over a bridge In the des- 
ert wilderness In the eastern part of 
the state of Guanajuato, south of 
San Luis Potosi. 


The locomotive was partly destroy- 


ed and two coaches back of it were 
thrown from the tracks. The fire- 
man in the locomotive was killed. 
The pilot train, which preceded the 
presidential special, passed over the 
bridge unscratched. 


Further down the track another 


dynamite bomb—unexploded — was 
found affixed to the rails. 


Mexico City police had their hands 


full at the funeral of Toral. A mo- 
tor hearse carried his body to the 
Spanish cemetery on the outskirts of 
the city. As it passed through the 
streets a crowd fell in behind with 
occasional women breaking through 
police Unes to grab a flower from 
the hearse. 


Fire engines accompanied the pro- 


cession with hoses ready to disperse 
the gathering should it become un- 
ruly.

platform of the party for use in the 
primary contest. 


Of the measures offered, the bills 


by Assemblymen Hitt and Ingalls 
are far t reaching in changing the 
present system. The Hitt bill is mo- 
deled after the Massachusetts law. 
The names of all candidates in the 
primary would appear on one bal- 
lot. The voter might mark his pri- 
mary ballot few the Democratic can- 
didate for governor, for the Repub- 
lican candidate for lieutenant gover- 
nor, and so on. It would make it a 
little more difficult to count the bal- 
lots, but Tinder the plan, the voter 
would have the liberty of voting 
that he now enjoys in the genera!

Eighty-two years ago the New Bedford whaling industry was at its height. Seven 


hundred ships went forth to get oil with which mankind might cead or write at night. No 
better common illuminant was known on February 11,1847, when Thomas A. Edison was 
born. Whaling died; kerosene, successor to the oil of the whale, had its day as an illumi- 
nant. It served young Edison at night as he read and tinkered. Then, nearly fifty yean 
ago, he ruled out the kerosene lamp and put the incandescent electric in its place. 
It 


would be rash to say that if he had not invented it we should not have it; the principle 
was known long before his birth. But it was he who put bright, clean, safe light in the 
hands of the whole world. From Tuckahoe to Tibet men are reading tonight under the 
vacuum bulb. 


Mr. Edison has of course made much other magic. The list of his inventions is a cata- 


logue of wonders. Motion pictures, the phonograph, the carbon telephone transmitter, the 
multiple telegraph instrument, the mimeograph, the megaphone—his crown has a thousand 
jewels. But the most luminous of all is the lamp by which, at the touch of a button, a 
hall bedroom or a Madison Square Garden leaps from darkness to high noon. The child of 
today takes it for granted. He does not know the evening gloom of Edison's boyhood or 
the trials of a later generation of boys sentenced—in the ancient days of parental author* 
ity—to clean, trim and fin seven kerosene lamps. Only those- who lived when night was 
night realize what Edison did for the world when his untiring experimentations produced 
a flaming wire within an airless bulb of glass.

tor illuminating the inside of an ailing head__how would they feel if some evil genie could 
take back the lamo that Aladdin Edison gave to them?

orm. It is bordered by dark belts of 
escending cloud-destroying currents. 
)ther brigTit and dark bands occur 
n higher latitudes.

copic view an inhabitant of another 
'lanet would have 
of our weather. 


He would 
see the earth as a belted 


ilanet and not very much of its s 
face We are unable to see anything 
at all of the surface of Jupiter and 
Venus. Doubtless they are there be- 
neath the clouds. 


Remarkably clear photographs of 


the clouds which 
envelope these 


planets were recently made with the 
great telescopes of the mountain ob- 
servatories of the Pacific coast. One 
advantage of a 
mountain top for 


such photographs is that ultra-violet 
Jight is strongly scattered by the air. 
Not much of it penetrates to sea lev- 
el. And this is the very reason that

WOODROW WILSON'S 


MEMORIAL 


The fifth anniversary of Woodrow 


Wilson's death saw only one memorial 
wreath deposited on his tomb in the 
great cathedral that is rising on Mount 
St. Albans, overlooking Washington. 
This wreath, a simple affair of yellow 
jonquils, bore no message to identify 
the sender. 
It was merely marked, 


"For Woodrow Wilson's Tomb," and 
was taken to the place by a delivery 
boy. The only visitors to the tomb on 
that day were Mrs, Wilson and her 
brother. The anniversary has passed 
unnoticed. 


Five years ago the scene was differ- 


ent. Messages and tributes came from 
every ruler on earth. Ambassadors, 
generals, statesmen saw the casket 
placed in the crypt. A bugler sounded 
taps, and a nation stood at attention as 
the sad notes of the trumpet gave one 
of the Titans of the century his last 
salute. 


And now—one wreath and two 


mourners! 


Woodrow Wilson was a proud man. 


He walked 
with kings, saw great 


crowds cheer themselves into hysteria 
at the mention of his name, found him- 
self, for a time, the most powerful man 
on earth. 


Two million men crossed the Atlan- 


tic at his bidding to face death. 
He 


flung phrases at* the world and 
saw 


them1 taken up and made into national 
creeds. He pushed the German emper- 
or off his throne and helped remake 
the map of Europe. But he died only 
five years ago, and already the anni- 
versary of his passing has been forgot- 
ten! 


This might mean almost anything. It 


might mean that the defeat that came 
upon Wilson after the' war ended was 
a lasting defeat, and that he is steadily 
sinking into the 
shadows, never to 


emerge. It might mean that his coun- 
try has taken his measure and found 
it small, and so has decided to forget 
him. It might mean, in short, that he 
was an utter, pitiable failure, deserv- 
ing oblivion. 


'But probably it does not. The thua- 


der of the guns has died away, and 
the cool depths of the Argonne forest 
are quiet and peaceful once more. The 
armies are disbanded, and the great 
fleets lie 'at anchor. But it happened 
that Wilson let loose into the world, 
during those terrible years, something 
that' may yet prove worth all of the 
sacrifice, all of the pain, all of the hor- 
ror. 


Into a world racked by war Wilson 


dropped a vision; a vision of a new or- 
der of things, in which justice and free- 
dom should be something more than 
pretty words, in which the common 
man should at last get a chance to 
prove his divinity for^himself, in which 
war,could be -done away with as hu- 
man sacrifices and medieval torture 
chambers have been done away with. 


Many 
men have 
dreamed 
that 


dream. But it remained for Woodrow 
Wilson to make it take color and life 
and enter the hearts of ordinary men. 
And a vision of that kind, once raised, 
is immortal. It goes on and on, until 
in the long course of years it compels 
men to translate it into reality. 


And there is Woodrow Wilson's real 


memorial. What, after all, is a wreath 
more or less?

will be few to mourn its passing. 


A report from the Bureau of Educa- 


tion of the Department of the Interior 
shows that consolidated rural schools 
have been replacing one 
teacher 


schools in the United States al a rapid 
rate during the pa^t decade. In 1920 
the *48 stales had 189,000 one-room 
schools; in 1926 Ibis number had 
shrunk 1o 161.000, and il is still goi«£ 
down. 


Advantages of the 
consolidated 


school arc numerous, both from 
the 


standpoint of education and general 
health and comfort. The modern school 
bus, 
which can bring children 
from 


widely separated farms to the door of 
a distant schoolhouse in less time than 
it took their fathers to walk a mile is a 
big factor in the change. 


The one-room school served the 


country well in its day; but the con- 
-olidatcrl school can do the job better, 
and the sooner the replacement is com- 
plete, the belter for all concerned.

WHY STUTTER? 


Stuttering is a bad habit. The vic- 


tim must cultivate correct habits of 
speech. 


Correct habits of speech imply the 


cultivation of good posture, and tfiat 
in turn implies good physical train- 
ing. Incident to good ..physical train- 
ing is natural or normal breathing 
habit. This should be always inciden- 
tal, secondary. It is a mistake for a 
child or adult to practice conscious 
breathing exercise of any kind, or 
deep breathing, or anything of the 
kind. It is always best to give one's 
breathing no attention. Let it alone. 
Breathing is an automatic process, 
entirely controlled 
by the uncon- 


scious or automatic nervous mechan- 
ism. We breathe most efficiently, in 
fact, when we are asleep or under 
the effect of an anesthetic. Then we 
breathe with the belly. That is just 
a hint I give here for the purpose 
of opposing the too popular notion 
that one should hold in the belly and 
breathe rather with the chest. One 
should never hold in or try to hold 
in the belly. Let the belly alone. The 
belly will take care of itself if the 
physical training, I should say the 
phyhical education, is not sadly neg- 
lected. 
Physical education is sadly 


neglected in most of our schools. In 
school the mossbacks, the old timers 
m the saddle, Bave not yet grasped 
the idea that education goes below 
the level of the eyebrows. 


In school, in the first grade, is the 


place where many a case of stutter- 
ing begins. The antiquated concep- 
tion 
of discipline cherished by the 


teacher makes the life of the natur- 
ally -left handed child and his par- 
ents quite miserable 
until the old 


fashioned teacher's quaint whim ig 
acceded to and the luckless child Is 
forced to desist using the left hand 
and made to fall back on the other. 
Imagine forcing 
your right handed 


child to stop using that

handed, you'd do just that to your 
right handed youngster. especially If 
some martinet of a teacher insisted 
you must.

Kankauna — Eleven governmon 


and private boats are in the Kaukau 
na government dry dock this win 
ter for repairs, according to Albert 
Rastnussen, local lock master. Kau 
kauna has the only practical dry 
dock on the Fox River for the pur 
pose of repairing boats. 


The 'dock which is used the year 


round is located at the third lock 
The water between each of the five 
looks Is let out during the winter 
and used as a temporary dry dock 
Blocks are set on the bottom and 
when the water is let out of the dock 
the boat rests on them. 


Certain regulations govern the use 


of the United States dry dock. The 
law gives the Secretary of war the 
right to prescribe regulations" for 
the use, administration, and 
the 


navigation of the navigable waters 
of the United States as in his judg- 
ment the public necessity may re- 
quire." 


Under the regulations the dry dock 


inay be used by private parties or 
corporations when it is not required 
.for repairs of construction by the 
United States. It is under the super- 
vision and direction of the United 
States district engineer in charge of 
this locality. It can be loaned to pri- 
vate parties only when no private 
dry dock is available at the time and 
for the purpose desired. All appli- 
cants are required to establish the 
fact that due efforts was made to 
secure the use of a private dry dock 
and that none could be had. 


Private parties desiring to use the 


Kaukauna dry dock must give no- 
tice to the United States assistant 
engineer -at Appleton at a reasonable 
time in advance and stating when 
use of the dock is wanted, nature 
of repairs required, and the dimen- 
sions and character of boat. No boat 
can enetr the dock until the district 
engineer or the assistant engineer 
gives permission to do so. • 


Mr. Rasmussen said that the dry 


dock was helpful if a boat is going 
on the river and meets with an ac> 
cident that needs immediate atten 
tion. This can be done without mak- 
ing a long trip to a private dry 
dock. 


All private parties using the dry 


dock must furnish all material and 
labor, including blocking. No gates 
or sluice of the dry. dock can be 
operated except by the permission, 
of .and under the personal supervi- 
sion 
of 
an 
authorized 
canal 


employee. The boats must also be re- 
moved after two days when other 
boats are waiting to use the.dock, 
unless special permission is granted 
by the district engineer or his au 
thorized agent. 


Charges made for doclng are 75 


cents per linear foot for tugs, motor 
boats and dredges with $25 as a 
minimum charge and 65 cents per 
linear foot for barges, dump scows 
and derrick boats with a minimum 
(charge of $20. Lay day charges are 
20 cents per linear foot lor each day 
with a T"<ni""'m charge of $7 per 
day. These regulations for the use 
of the dry dock were issued by Han- 
ford Macnlder, assistant secretary of

Back to the Saddle

HEN Earl Sande decided he 
would have to give up race 
riding or sacrifice his health 


he had to cast about for another 
profession. All his days had been 
spent around horses and he knew 
no other business. And it had been 
a good business for him. 


He had been riding for years In 


the big money and he had saved 
plenty. If he couldn't ride any more 
and wanted to remain in the only 
game he knew about there were 
only two courses open. Either he 
would have to become a trainer for 
some owner or become an owner 
himself. 


"What do you think about it?" 


he asked Sam Hildreth, trainer of 
Harry F. Sinclair's Rancocas Stable, 
with which he had been affiliated in 
his most successful riding 
days. 


Hildreth also is his uncle by marri- 
age. 


"It's 
entirely up to you, kid," 


Hildreth told him. "You've got a 
nice lump of money but racing a 
stable is a rich man's game, a very 
rich man's game. If you want to go 
into it I'll help you but don't get in 
too deep. Figure out how much you 
can afford to risk and go to it." 


WANTED TO HELP BUT— 
Sande knew every big owner in 


the country. And through them he 
could make fine connections with 
any stable in England or on the con- 
tinent. 
All of the big American 


owners wanted to help him but they 
didn't want to. have a part In putting 
him In the role of a sucker. 


He decided after due deliberation 


that he would not go to Europe 
where a much higher weight scale 
would make it possible for him to 
ride without killing himself training 
down. And he decided to organize 
a little stable of his own. 


Sinclair showed his appreciation 


of the jockey's long and valiant ser- 
vice by selling him Nassak, a very 
good handicap horse and John 
E. 


Madden told him he had first call on 
any horse in his stable. But Madden 
had a few words of advice. 


"I don't want to sell you a horse 


until you assure me you are aware 
of the risk in this business," Madden 
said. "I don't want to see you lose 
all your money. 
And I'm afraid 


you'll be back riding some day 
around the leaky roofs." 


Harry Payne Whiney and Joseph 


E. Widener, the two wealthiest and 
most influential men of the track, 
sounded the same warning: 


*Be careful or you'll be back rid- 


ing." 


BACK IN THE SADDLE 


And now, just a year after he left 


the saddle, he is back In training 
getting ready to ride again. He is 
training 
his 
Nassak for the big 


spring races and he has been offered 
the mount on Gifford A. Cochran's 
four-year-old son of Man O' War, 
Genie. 


The conclusion might be drawn 


that he was just another one of the 
worldly wise young men who thought 
the horse game could be beaten and 
that after one year he was a sadder 
and wiser young man going where 
the smart fellows told him he would 
be going if he didn't look out—back 
to riding. 


He's not going back to the sad- 


dle because he has to do it. 
This 


is known from an authority who 
knows him Intimately. 


Sande has done better than break 


even with his stable, his friend says. 
He has even made money in his 
first year. He took Sam Hildreth's 
advice not to get in too deep and he 
has given his personal attention to 
a very small string of good horses. 


He won several races in the east, in- 
cluding a couple of big handicaps. 


He quit the riding game because 


he had to starve himself too much 
to keep down his weight. But when 
he quit he was surprised 
to find 


that bis weight did not Increase. He 
trained and exercised his own horses 
and found that he had lost 10 pounds 
and he decided to try riding again 
when he found that he did not get 
heavier over a year's time. 


MORE DOUGH IN IT 


Sande can still command good 


fees for riding. Even If he accept- 
ed only an occasional mount Instead 
of booking a full program he could 
earn at least $10,000 a year and 
that's not measley money. And the 
young man does like to ride. 


There are rules in some states 


that a man who owns horses cannot 
ride. But they are rules formulated 
as a safeguard against cases that are 
not related to Sande's and if he 
wants to ride again in the east it 
is almost certain that be can obtain 
a dispensation. 


If he returns to the saddle in old- 


time form and is allowed to continue 
as an owner he will be a unique 
figure on the turf. No other such 
cases can be called to mind outside 
of the class In England known as 
the "gentleman riders" who ride 
their own mounts as amateurs hi 
society races. 


Commanding the profits of a win- 


ning owner's stable and the fees of 
a great jockey on assignments from 
other stables, Sande might beat the 
game that so few have beaten.

cording to figures made public today 
by the Department-of Commerce. 


Exports of butter had a value of 


$1,860,773, cheese ?798,744, and 'milk 
and cream $72,563. Exports •ot.but- 
' •.". . •"'••<, 
ter and cheese decreased whereas 
milk and cream Increased slightly 
as compared with the exports of 
1927. 
, Imports, also, of dairy products 
were lower In 1928; they had a value 
Of 132,248,952, which was $3,508,615 
lower than1 the value of the Imports 
of the previous year. Of this import 
Value $24,695,314 was for cheese, $5,- 
897,726 for cream, $1,65^402 for but- 
ter, and $996,510, for milk. Imports 
of cheese and nillfc -were larger while 
Imports of cream and • butter were 
lower than In 1927, the butter Im- 
ports being lowest since 1918, 


Imports of cream and milk Into 


the United States have dropped to 
8,620,932 gallons Iri 1928 from $5,171,- 
788 gallons In 1925, 5,374,126 gallons 
In 1926 and 4,843,143 gallons in 1927. 
Imports of milk have likewise drop- 
ped, from 7,422,133 gallons In 1925 
to 5,631,571 gallons in 1928. 


The foreign trade of the United 


States in cheese In 1928 was marked 
by the largest quanity ever imported 
Into this country during a single 
year and by the lowest exports since 
1914. Imports .amounted to 81,402,- 
673 pounds. Italy supplied .88,007,- 
959 pounds of these Imports, more 
-than 46 per cent;of the total imports, 
and $7,070,274 pounds more than 
were Imported from that country in 
19.27. . The second largest source of 
cheese imports, In Switzerland, from 
which country " 18,563,875 pounds 
were received iri 1928, a half million 
pounds less than . In the previous 
year.
